Each year, island and vis¬ 
iting dignitaries pay homage 
to his memory with an offi¬ 
cial ceremony conducted at 
thePlazaG.F Betico Croes, 
located behind the Cas di 
Cultura on the eastern end 
of L.G Smih Boulevard. All 
the public is encouraged to 
attend this solemn cere¬ 
mony, this Saturday Janu¬ 
ary 35, beginning at 5 OD 
PM Floral wreaths will be 
placed at the base of his 
statue by representatives of 
parliament, the government, 
the Cross Family and the 
Croes Foundation. 

Addressing the gathering 
this year will be Prime Min¬ 
ister Mike Em an and the 
Minister of Tourism, Trans¬ 
port, Primary Sector and 
Culture, Otmar Oduber. Fol¬ 
lowing a brief musical per¬ 
formance, events will move 
to the primary stage of the 
plaza. 

As is custom a cultural 
evening will foil ow, with mu¬ 
sical and dance performances 
by several island singers, 
hands and dance groups, both 
folklDiic and modern.

Obama, Putin discuss 
Sochi Olympics security:

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Presidents Barack Obama 
and Vladimir Putin discussed 
security at the Sochi Winter 
Olympics Tuesday, amid ris¬ 
ing fears m Washington for 
the safety of US athletes fol¬ 
lowing terror threats against, 
the Games 

The US and Russian lead¬ 
ers talked about haw ta en¬ 
sure a "safe and secure" event 
next month in the Black Sea 
resort Bind nearby mountains, 
and also discussed Syrian 
transition talks in Geneva and 
nuclear diplomacy with Iran, 
tire White House said. 

Tire United States has of¬ 
fered "full cooperation" to 
Russia on securing the 
Games, but there have been 
some complaints by lawmak¬ 
ers here that Moscow has 
held back some intelligence. 

The call came amid signs 
of subtle but rising pressure 
on Russia over securing the 
Games from Washington. 

On Monday, the Pentagon 
said it was ready to deploy air 
and naval assets — including 
two ships - to help secure tire 
Olympics, which begin on 
February 7 

US Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hagel had already of¬ 
fered American support dur¬ 
ing a January 4 phone call 
with Iris Russian counterpart 
S ergei Shoigu.

In a new video threat,

Tire introduction says the 
men were resp onsible for two 
suicide bombings in the 
southern city of Volgograd 
last month — Faissia's dead¬ 
liest in three years — which 
killed a total of 34 people. 

Earlier this month, the 
State Department warned that 
Americans headed to Sochi 
should be vigilant to ensure 
their security. 

On Sunday several promi¬ 
nent US lawmakers raised 
new concerns about Russia's 
security efforts to protect the 
Games, despite Moscow's ef¬ 
fort to encircle the host city in 
a ring of steel 

Michael Me Caul, chair¬ 
man of the House homeland 
security committee, said 
there had been goad cooper¬ 
ation between Russian au¬ 
thorities and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI).

Fugitive IIS leaker 
Snowden 'fears for 
his life* 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
form;; to US surveillance an¬ 
nounced by President Barack 
Obama have failed to reassure 
most Americans, with three- 
quarters saying their privacy 
will not be better protected 
under the changes, according 
to a new poll. 

By a margin of 73-21 per¬ 
cent, Americans who followed 
Obama's speech last week on 
the National Security Agency 
say his proposals will not 
make much difference when it 
comes to safeguarding privacy 
rights, said the Pew Research 
Center/USA Today poll pub¬ 
lished on Tuesday. 

The pall of 1,504 adults, 
carried out between Wednes¬ 
day and Sunday, showed the 
speech was not widely fol¬ 
lowed by Americans and that 
skepticism of the NSA's elec¬ 
tronic spying is growing. 

The survey said half of those 
surveyed heard “nothing at all “ 
about Ob ama's proposed meas¬ 
ures and another 41 percent 
said they he aid "only a little 
bit." 

And fully seven m IQ poll 
respondents said they should 
not have to give up privacy to 
stay safe from potential terror 
attacks, the poll said 

A majority of 53 percent 
now disapprove of the NSA's 
collection of telephone and in¬ 
ternet data In July, 50 percent 
approved and 44 percent dis¬ 
agreed with the surveillance 
pro grain. 

The shift in public opinion 
follows the explosive leak last 


KIEV (AFP) - Ukrainian pro¬ 
testers and security forces late 
on Tuesday engaged in spo¬ 
radic clashes in the centre of 
Kiev but the situation was 
calmer than in die previous 
two evenings despite contin¬ 
ued tensions 

Protesters occasionally 
lobbed stones and Molotov 
cocktails at lines of police, 
who responded with tear gas 
and stun grenades, an AFP cor¬ 
respondent reported 

However the sporadic 
clashes were far from the in¬ 
tensity seen in the two previ¬ 
ous nights where fighting left, 
hundreds injured. 

A group of pro-pro test Or¬ 
thodox pnests hoidmg crosses 
stood m the “no-man's land" 
between their barricades and 
the lmes of police in an appar¬ 
ent bid to deter any attempt to 
storm the protest. 

Police loudhailers had ear¬ 
lier repeated a message to the 


June of NSA documents by 
former intelligence contractor 
Edward Snow r den, who has 
sparked a global uproar over 
tlie US government's far- 
reaching surveillance 

Nearly half of Americans, 
48 percent, said there are insuf¬ 
ficient limits on what tele¬ 
phone and internet data the 
government can collect, while 
41 percent said there are ade¬ 
quate parameters on the gov¬ 
ernment's spying. 

Hie survey revealed a divi¬ 
sion over whether Snowden's 
unprecedented disclosures of 
classified information have 
damaged the country, with 45 
percent saying the leaks have 
served the public interest and 
43 percent saying the leaks 
have harmed it. 

Snowden faces espionage 
charges from US authorities 
over his leaks and has obtained 
temporary asylum in Russia, 
where he has said he has been 
vindicated by the public reac¬ 
tion to the disclosures. 

However, 5b percent of 


protesters offering them to 
leave their barricades in secu¬ 
rity. 

The protesters were also 
warned that approaching 
within three metres (10 feet) of

free and continuous public de¬ 
bate," the report said 

HRW, winch termed tins sta¬ 
tus "abusive majoiitsnanism," 
also placed Egypt, Syria, 
Myanmar, Thailand, Kenya, 
Russia and Ukraine in the 
same category.

2010. but so far no action has 
been taken, with the public 
prosecutor citing alack of evi¬ 
dence 

Demmink has vigorously 
denied the claims and main¬ 
tained that he was not m 
Turkey when the alleged rapes 
kook place. His presence in 
Turkey has never been proven. 

An initial investigation did 
not lead to a prosecution due to 
lack of evidence, public prose¬ 
cution spokeswoman The a 
Tj eerdetna told AFP

tlie events. Maranhao state authorities on Tuesday reported another death at the Pednnhas facility, 
where an inmate was found hanging in Ins ceil by a sheet Brazil, reportedly with the world's largest 
prison population, said the seen the number of incarcerations climb by an astonishing 330 percent 
over the past 2D years The New York-based HRW also accused Brazilian police of brutality, saying 
they "used force disproportionately against protesters" during last June's nationwide street demon¬ 
strations demanding a better quality of life and an end to widespread government corruption 


Spanish police snatch suspected Colombian 
hitman 

MADRID (AFP) - Spanish police said Tuesday they had arrested a suspected Colombian hitman 
nicknamed "El Nino : (The Kid), accused of killing and then cutting up two compatriots whose re¬ 
mains were found in a Dutch canal. The 3 3-year-old man is accused of murdering the two Colo in¬ 
ti tan residents of Spain, whose chopped-up body parts turned up May 31 last year in a canal in the 
town of ftjnacker Nootdorp, near The Hague, Spanish police said m a statement. The Colombian 
victims had travelled from Spam to the Netherlands for a drugs deal that went wrong, and they 
were murdered m a supposed settling of scores, police said Spanish police said they arrested the 
suspected hitman on January Id m the town of Majadahonda, near Madrid, after the Dutch author¬ 
ities had issued a European detention order. Hie man was also charged with drug trafficking, money 
laundering and extortion, police said.

Language a hurdle as Germany 
seeks foreign doctors 


Philippines bans China 
poultry imports due to 
bird flu 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany is 
relying more on foreign doc- 
tars to fix a crunch in its 
healthcare sy stem hut a notori¬ 
ously daunting language har¬ 
rier is complicating patient 
care, with potentially disas¬ 
trous results. 

State authorities and indus¬ 
try groups are pushing for 
stricter language tests for new 
arrivals to ensure that along 
with their medical credentials, 
doctors can adequately com¬ 
municate with Germans in 
their care. 

Germany, Europe’s top 
economy, is streamlining im- 
mi gr ati on an d c erti fi cati on 
rules to attract foreign doctors 

But cntics say the language 
requirements in most states do 
not guarantee tins influx of for¬ 
eign doctors can talk with and 
understand patients. 

"It's a problem, a growing 
probl em in G erinany," H artwi g 
Meyer, a lawyer and head of 
the German Patient Protection 
Association, told AFP 

"There are many doctors who 
come from ah road, and they 
speak only very poor German" 

The percentage of fareign- 
bam doctors practising in Ger¬ 
many climbed to about 15 
percent m 2012 from around 
five p ercent in 2 007, accDrdmg 
to tiie German Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, as a strong economy 
and doctor shortages in small 
towns and rural areas pull 
practitioners from Greece, Ro¬ 
mania and Poland. 

Recent news reports have 
spotlighted stories of patients 
like Volker Mikat, 49, from the 
western German town of 
Guetersloh, who is suing the 
hospital where he received 
stomach surgery after d aiming 
his doctor's explanation of the 
operation's risks was incom¬ 
prehensible 

"When 1 asked a question 
about alternatives, he couldn't 
answer me at all, I think be¬ 
cause he couldn't understand 



me,' Mikat told public broad¬ 
caster ARD, which did not re¬ 
veal the doctor's nationality 
Hartwig Meyer said he files 
a few similar cases far clients 
each year, but no reliable sta¬ 
tistics exist to indicate whether 
these are isolated incidents or 
part of a larger problem 

Many foreigners learning 
German complain of the devil¬ 
ish complexity of its grammar 
an d v o cabul ary, with i anguag e 
a.key obstacle for Germany in 
trying to fill a critical skilled 
labour shortage 

Iranian doctor Hengameh 
Bigdeh, 45, took a six-month 
intensive German course be¬ 
fore starting work near Nurem¬ 
berg, but stall found the 
language's structure frustrating 
"When I first started work¬ 
ing, 1 was really worried that 
tliere w r ould be an emergency 
and I wouldn't be able to under¬ 
stand the patient," Bigdeh. said 
"But when I had a problem, 
I asked the pahent to repeat, to 
speak clearly and slowly, and 
they repeated and repeated 
until 1 could understand." 

After two months working, 
Bigdeli said she no longer had 
any communication problems 
But because of qualification 
differences in her home coun¬ 
try; Bigdeli, who immigrated to 
Germany three years ago, must 
work as an assistant doctor 
"After 14 years of working 
independently having my own 


practice in Iran, it was hard to 
be like a student again, work¬ 
ing under a supervising doctor,, 
never being able to make deci¬ 
sions al on s. It's hard, but better 
than nothing " 

Germany has a particularly 
acute need for doctors from 
abroad as their local counter¬ 
parts age and retire, hut "it's 
hai'd for patients, because they 
worry that their doctor doesn’t 
understand them," said Annin 
Ehl, managing director of the 
do ct ors' uni on M arburg er 
Bund 

"There are some medical de¬ 
partments m rural areas, where 
besides the head doctor, there 
are only foreign doctors," Ehl, 
who se org am s ati on is 1 obby mg 
for a standardised, nationwide 
language test for immigrant, 
doctors, told AFP. 

A report by an industry 
group m December indicated 
that there were around 3,dQD 
too few general practitioners in 
Germany last year, with an¬ 
other 2,0DO specialists lacking 

Fluid European Union bor¬ 
ders mean immigration among 
doctors has become common¬ 
place, fuelling worries about 
quality of care. 

In Britain, a patient, died in 
20DS after German doctor 
Daniel Ubani administered an 
overdose of painkiller' on his 
first shift, there. 

Following tiie accident, 
British officials announced last 
year they plan to require Eng¬ 
lish tests for doctors immigrat¬ 
ing from Europe 

Sweden's medical associa¬ 
tion is asking for a review of 
its language policies, which 
currently only require proof of 
proficiency for those educated 
outside the EU. 

Austria requires mock-pa¬ 
tient interviews for immigrat¬ 
ing doctors. 

In Germany, language re¬ 
quirements for foreign-trained 
doctors vary in each of its Id 
states 


MANILA (AFP) - The Philip¬ 
pines said Tuesday it has 
banned imports of poultry and 
related products from China 
after it confirmed an outbreak 
Df the HN52 strain of bird flu 
m the northern province Df 
Hebei. 

The embargo issued by 
Agriculture Secretary Proeeso 
Alcala, covers all domestic and 
wild birds as well as eggs and 
even semen from poultry orig¬ 
inating in China. 

The agriculture ministry de¬ 
cided to enforce a ban after re¬ 
ceiving an official report from 
the China Animal Disease 
Control Center, Veterinary Bu¬ 
reau m December. 

The report, confirmed an 
outbreak of the H5N2 strain of 
Highly Pathogenic Avian ln- 
fluenza(HPAl) virus m poultry 
m three villages m Hebei, 
China, the department said. 

M ore than one hundred 
thousand birds were culled in 



the area as a precautionary 
measure, local reports said. 

The b an is temporary but no 
date has been given for it to be 
lifted 

in 2D 13 China had 144 
cases, including 4d deaths, 
from the H7N9 -strain o f avian 
influenza, according to figures 
from China's National Health 
and Family Planning Commis¬ 
sion.

2013 was world's fourth 
warmest year on record: US 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Last year was the world's fourth 
warmest since modem records began in 1880, according 
to US government figures released Tuesday that provide 
more evidence that the planet is heating up.The average 
of combined land and ocean surface temperatures in 
2013 was 1.12 degrees Fahrenheit (0.62 Celsius) above 
the 20th century average of 57 degrees Fahrenheit (13.9 
Celsius). "This temperature departure for 2013 tied with 
2003 as the fourth warmest year since records began in 
1880," said a statement from the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration (NOAA). Last year also 
marked the 37th year in a row with higher than average 
global temperatures. AH 13 years of the 21st century 
have been among the warmest on record, NOAA said, 
with the hottest being 2010, 2005, and 1998. NASA also 
issued its own data on Tuesday that showed slightly dif¬ 
ferent outcomes, with last year ranking as the seventh 
warmest globally on average. However, experts said the 
actual temperature differences between years are very 
small, and that the overall trend toward a warming globe 
is clear.

Top CEOs more confident on 
economy in 2014: survey 


Proposal offered in 
Panama Canal 
dispute 


DAVOS (AFP) - Top business 
leaders are increasingly confi¬ 
dent about the state of the 
world economy though they 
are only slightly more bullish 
on the prospects for their own 
companies, according to a 
major survey released at the 
Davos forum Tuesday. 

According to the survey of 
1,344 chief executives con¬ 
ducted by financial services 
firm Pn c ewaterho us eC o op ers, 
those forecasting a recovery in 
tiie world economy jumped to 
44 percent, up sharply from IS 
percent last year 

Only seven percent of cor¬ 
porate bosses tliought a reces¬ 
sion was looming in 3014, a 
significant plunge from the 28 


percent expecting a contrac¬ 
tion last year. 

By region, CEOs in Western 
Europe were the most confi¬ 
dent, with half of the respon¬ 
dents brushing off years of 
debt crisis for a far rosier out¬ 
look 

The upbeat attitude was 
shared by Middle East CEOs, 
where 49 percent of basses 
saw growth for tins year and 
Asia with 4 5 percent forecast¬ 
ing growth 

The most bleak outlook for 
0014 came from Eastern Eu¬ 
rope, where only one in four 
of CEOs said growth was on 
the cards. 

Major worries emerging in 
survey responses were a 


feared tightening of business 
regulation and an enduring in¬ 
ability by governments tD 
slash deficits and wind down 
debt 

Bo sses m the tourism indus¬ 
try were the most confident 
about the state of the world 
economy followed closely by 
banks and retailers. 

Steelmakers, slammed by 
years of plummeting demand, 
were the most negative about 
the growth prospects tins year 

When gauging the prospects 
of their own companies, CEOs 
were only slightly more confi¬ 
dent ab out prosp ects tins year, 
with 39 percent very confident 
that sales would improve tins 
year. Last year 3d percent felt 
the same wav 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - A 
consortium working on widen¬ 
ing the Panama Canal pre¬ 
sented a proposal Tuesday that 
officials here said could pro¬ 
vide a way out of a hitter finan¬ 
cial dispute that threatens the 
project. 

The consortium Grupo 
LTmdos por el Canal (G1JPC), 
led by Spanish builder Sacyr, 
made the prop osal in a meeting 
with Panamanian officials and 
insurer Zurich America Inter¬ 
national 

GUPC also extended until 
January 31 its deadline for re¬ 
solving the dispute aver $l.d 
billion m cost overruns 

The group had threatened to 
shut do™ the proj ect by Mon¬ 
day unless the government 
agreed to pay the unforseen 
costs 

"There is a proposal that the 
parties have brought to the 
table which is seen as having 
possibilities," canal adminis¬ 
trator Jorge Quijano told re¬ 
porters during a break in the 
talks. 

"It could provide a fairly 
long-term solution enabling 
the project to go ahead, winch 
is what we all want, "said Qui¬ 
jano.

France saves Ibn euros on 
health insurance spending 

PARIS (AFP) - At a time of 
deep austerity across Europe, 

France has managed to spend 
one billion euros ($1.4 billion) 
less than expected on health in¬ 
surance last year, the govern¬ 
ment said Tuesday. 

"Not only will the national 
objective for health care insur¬ 
ance spending be respected, but 
we already know that we regis¬ 
tered under-spending of more 
than one billion euros," Budget 
Minister Eemard Cazeneuve 
told a parliamentary finance 
committee. 

But state health care insur¬ 
ance, winch is partly funded out 
of payroll taxes, soli ran a deficit 
of 7 7billion euros last year The 
government wants to get that 
under 0.2 billion euros this year 

Health spending in France. 
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PARIS (AFP) McDonald's on Tuesday denied a maga¬ 
zine report tli at tax authorities an France suspect it of try¬ 
ing to avoid paying taxes on 2.2 billion euros ($3 billion) 
of income from its 314 French eateries. The French mag¬ 
azine L'Express said in its Wednesday edition that the 
US fast-food giant has since 2003 funnelled that sum 
through its Swiss and Luxembourg subsidiaries, 
thereby paying less value-added and corporate profits 
tax than in France. "The loss for the French state is likely 
to be several hundred million euros," the magazine said. 
It added that French tax authorities searched McDon¬ 
ald's main office In France on October 15 last year. But 
McDonald s "firmly" denied the report, saying it com¬ 
plies with "applicable laws in France" and all its fran¬ 
chised restaurants in the country pay corporate tax in 
France, 


envied for its robust public 
health care system, is an un¬ 
wieldy section of the budget, but 
has risen less than forecast in re¬ 
cent years. 

In 2013, the spending in¬ 
crease had been set at 2.7 per¬ 
cent, to a total of 175.4 billion 
euros.
